16 of the Export & Import Policy, 1992—97, as ameudcd, the Director General 
of Foreign Trade hereby makes the following amendments in the Handbook of 
Procedures, 1992—97 (Revised Edition : March, 1994) :— 

2. In Chapter VIII, the following amendments shall b.e made;— 

(if paragraph 150(3) shall be substituted by the following:-- 

“The nominated agency may import gold of upto 0.999 fineness. The 
gold of upto 0.999 fineness imported by the Handicrafts and 
Handlooms Export Corporation (HHECj /Minerals and Metals 
Trading Corporation (MMTC) can be supplied directly to the 
exporters.” and 

(ii) paragraph 151 (5) (i) shall be substituted by the following:— 

“The nominated agencies namely, Handicrafts and Handlooms Export 
Corporation (HHEC) [State Trading Corporation (STC) [India 
Trade Promotion Organisations (ITPO)[Minerals and Metals 
Trading Corporation (MMTC) or any other nominated agency 
may import gold of upto 0.999 lineness for being used as 
replenishment without conversion by Government of (ndia Mint”.
